are substituted upon Inferior garments
and copied abroad as well as In this
country. It has long been his own Idea
to have legislation created to protect
a dress and millinery label by law In ,

the same manner as a book title may
be copyrighted.

"I have always looked upon the
French p?oplc," said Mr. Wanamaker.
"a the great creators who really lead
us all In their remarkable genius. U Is
for thflr protection, Just as' we should'
protect all art. that I have urged organ-
ization and laws to prevent the substi-
tution of labels.

"I have felt that It was a matter seri-
ous enough for the Governments of
France nnd the t'nlted States to tako
up, and I believe that proper legislation
would correct the evil,

"Representatives abroad," continued
Mr. Wanamaker. "met with much dlfll-cult- y

In arousing Interest among the
modistes there as to taking nny organ-
ized movement for their own protection.
When It was brought before the Cham-
ber of Commerce In Paris that body de-
clined to take action until some offended
party brought It before them.

"At thnt time, comparatively recent,
modistes said that they did not feel In-

jured sufficiently t" takp action, nnd all
my efforts to arouse Interest to the ex-
tent of having the French authorities
irquest this country In aiding them In
stamping out the pirating seemed to be
for naught

"I have never ceased my efforts In
that direction, however, anil at the pres-
ent time my men in Paiis are constantly

"In this country the is done

chiefly In millinery and the gowns bear-
ing false labels are comparatively few.
Kven though this substitution Is carried
on only on n small scale It places Amer-
icans In the light of being copyists In an
unfair manner.

"There Is no law covering this matter,
but I don't think it would be difficult to
have Congress pass an act protecting
dress labels. We apparently can do
nothing In this country without organ-
ization with the French fashion crea-tor- s,

and I have been seeking thnt and
nm still doing so.

"In reality the originators are the
heaviest losers, os It is their genius and
creation whkh are being confiscated di-

rectly from them despite all efforts made
to prevent It

ON FULL CREW BILL

Sul.er Does Not Indicnte Atti-

tude After Hearing j

Both Sides.

President W. 11. Truesdale of the
Lackawanna said that two-third- s of the
trains on his road carried tho number of
men required by tho bill, nnd President
1'nderwood said r,hnt 40 per cent, of the
Krle trains met or exceeded the require-- ,
ments,

HOTCHKISS OPPOSES

STATE INSURANCE

Snys People Would Not Turn
From Companies to Make

Experiment.

INSURANCE .MAN AGREES

Woman Secretary of Bay State
Suviiiffs Bank Co. Takes

Opposite View.

William H. Hotehkiss. former State
Superintendent of Insurance, advocated
control of the Insurance business by pri-

vate concerns- - Instead of State control
nt a luncheon yesterday at the' Republi-
can Club, ."it West Fortieth street.

Mr. Hotehkiss said that selling Insur-
ance Is purely a business matter and
that so long ns the people get good ser-
vice from the private Institutions they
will not turn to the experiment of State
insurance.

"The Government." he said, "should
not assume Insurance as one of ILs func-
tions. In New Zealand, where nntlnnal
Insurance is established, the private
companies compete successfully with the
Goernment despite a tremendous cut-
ting of rates, nnd In a few years will
surpass the Government In volume of
business."

Or. l.ee K. FrnnKel, of
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Com-
pany, said that the question of State
or Industrial Insurance meant, primarily,
whether in- - not we are to have compul-
sory Insurance.

"In this country." he said, "we are
further advanced Industrially and have
liner types of worklngmen nnd employ-
ers. The pension systems which have
been adopted by so many large manu
facturers and merchants show that the
employer and the employee nre working
out this problem for themselves. We
nt 0 not ready for compulsory Insurance
until the employer shown by his acts
that he Is unlit to earn for Ills em-
ployees."

Mr. Frnnltel defended the course of
tho Insurance companies In soliciting
business through an nrniy of agents
on. the ground that that was the only
way In which business could be secured.

In this view Mr. I'rankel waa opposed
by Miss Alice II. Gnul). Ilnanclal secre-
tary of (he Massachusetts Savings Hank
Insurnnce Company. Tim additional ex-
pense entnlled by the employment of so
many agents tends to put Insurance out
of tho reach of the working man, she
said.

"Our Massachusetts savings bank
law," said Miss Grady, "recog-

nizes that under our present Industrial
system It Is not possible for the nvernge
wage earner, unaided, to make adequate
money provision iigalnst the contin-
gencies of the future, t'nder our law
the Slain appropriates from public
revenue a sum sutllclnet to pay the ad-

ministration cost of providing 11 sys-

tem of wage earner's Insurnnce against
dentil nnd old pge, and the savings bank
supplies, wiihout co.t lo the policy-
holder, thu machinery through which
the work may be done,"

The arbitrators hearing the locomo-

tive firemen's demands at the Waldorf-Astori- a

decided yesterday to hold no
session out of respect to
the memory of James McCrea, former
president of the Pennsylvania Railroad,
whose funeral will be held
afternoon. Judge Chambers, chairman
of the arbitration board, said:

"It has come to the knowledge of tho
board that Mr. McCrea Is dead and will
be burled at half past 2 on Monday.
It Is proper that out of respect to a
man's memory who had the ennfldeneo
of the public iind who had tlu affec-

tionate esteem of all his associates for
years nnd, as 1 believe, tho regard and
sympathy of the men who had helped
to make the Pennsylvania Kallroad what
It Is we should not meet on
Monday. My the sympathetic courtesy
of Mr. Carter and Mr. I.ee, represent-
ing the respective Interests, and Mr.
Atterbury. my associate on this board,
who wishes, of course, to attend that
funeral, and perhaps other officials and
men from the Pennsylvania also tho
board has decided to adjourn Its hear-
ings until Tuesday morning at 9

o'clock."
J. G. Walber, aaslstant to the third

of the Baltimore and
Ohio Kallroad, who had been on the
stand for the railroads for several con-
secutive days, finished his testimony
yesterday forenoon. He waa succeeded
by S. G. Hoover, a chief clerk of the
Pennsylvania Railroad.

During the hearing Louis D. Brandels
of Boston came In and was an Interested
listener.

Mr. Hoover submitted a statement
showing overtime paid to men engaged
tn engine and train service on the mid-
dle division.

It showed that In 1902 the payments
for overtime to all engine and train
employees was $221,376. The total wages
paid theso men for the same year was
$1,235,989.95, showing that for every
dollar paid for time to the men In that
year 18 cents was for overtime. In 1912
he said, the total overtime payments
were S34.476.71, the total wages paid
being $1,125,226.17, showing that for
every dollar earned by the men In that
year three cents was for overtime.

In reply to a question by 'resident
Carter of the firemen's brothe'rhood, he
said, the sixteen hour law through
agreement between the Pennsylvania
Kallroad and Its employees, made over-
time cease, generally speaking, at tho
end of sixteen hours unless there la
some reason for exceeding it, such as
a breakdown.

Mr. Carter asked a number of ques-
tions, bringing out the testimony that
the division was paying less money to
the men In 1912 than In 1902, but the
witness said that It was to a smaller
number of men.

Most of the testimony of the witness
was of a technical kind.

In reply to questions by Mr. Lee the
witness said that grades had been re-
duced and curves straightened since
1902, There were also Increased yard
facilities and the trains were on the
road less hours.

J. W. l.ott, a fireman on the West
Shore Kallroad, was called to testify
In rebuttal regarding tests between large
and small engines. These tests wero
supposed to be typical of the general
runs of the different kinds of engines.
His testimony waa Intended to convey
that the tests were not typical and
did not necessarily show that as a
whole the larger engines were handled
with as little labor as the smaller en-
gines of the older make, which the
tests appeared at first to show The
contention of the firemen Is that the
larger engines mean harder work for
the firemen. Mr. Lott was the last wit-
ness for tho day.
